‘that these records are genuine! At what time 
could an imposition or a corruption been intro- 
duced, in such a manner that neither the chureh 
nor the world could detect the fraud ? Surely the

such writings scattered over the world could have 
been altered and no one know the imposition, nor

CLERICAL CHANGES. 


We know of no topic of more frequent, and, it 
might be added, more severe remark, than that of 
the removals of clergymen from one place to 
another. The evil, as we well know, is a gfeat 
one, and widely prevailing; and we presume 
there is not a member of the Church, clerical or 
jay, who does not desire to apply a remedy. We 
‘ ing now to point out such a remedy, 


are not gol 
but will attempt to consider the causes of the evil 


complained of. . 

The first will be found in an improper estimate 
of the true design of the Christian ministry. In 
an age like the present, of great enterprise and 
mighty progress in all the affairs of the wisdom, 
power, importance, and magnificence of human 
majesty, almost omnipotent, it is not marvelous 
that there should be mingled, with some love of 
religion, the idea that even gospel institutions 
must be made to further plans of worldly gratifi- 
cation. Here is a fine and fertile country—that 
is the proper place for a village, or perhaps a 
country seat. ‘There is a fiae lot fora church: 
one must be built. It must be a fine and expen- 
sive edifice ; and then, whether one, or ten thou- 
sand dollars in debt, we must have in it a clergy- 
man of powerful talent, of thrilling eloquence ; 
one, who by his novelty of manner, his thrilling 
pathos, his lofty flights of fancy, will fill up our 
house as fast as our village grows—for what ?— 
yentle reader, for what? To gather souls to the

Immediately connected with this point, is the 
generally prevailing taste, as to preaching. 

If we are not very greatly deceived in our ob- 
servation, the sentiment is prevalent, that the 
preaching of the gospel should consist in beauti- 
ful exhibitions of tasteful phraseologies—startling 
thoughts—thrilliag descriptions—flights of imagi- 
nation—thunderiag bursts of eloquence, and the 
like. Now, our old-fashioned notions area little 
different. We suppose, that the preaching of the 
gospel should exhibit in a very simple manner 
the exposition of sacred truth. ‘This simplicity is 
in perfect accordance with taste and eloquence, 
that is, if by eloquence you mean, “ proper words 
in proper places.” But that which some call 
eloquence, the sprightliness of fancy’s colored 
weavings, the finely turned metaphor, and the 
graceful climax, set off with like graceful gesture, 
does not always prove the best conductor to the 
exposition of scriptural truth; hence, as is often 
seen, the man who but the other day called a 
throng together, and on whose lips thousands 
hung, soon finds “ none so poor to do him reve- 
rence.” We say it gravely, we say it before 
God, in solemn conviction of the truth, that this 
momentary admiration, this ephemeral popularity 
bestowed by those who look more at the garniture 
of the church of God, and the gratificativn of 
their own fvelings, than to the solid advancement 
of spiritual improvement, will inevitably produce 
frequent changes in the parochial ministry. It 
is impossible it should be otherwise: for as soon 
as the novelty subsides, and that in a brief period, 
some other novelty will be required—another in- 
cumbent must be sought. 

Every thing on this subject should Ge sesutved 
into the question—Is our present teacher a man 
of strength to fill his post? Has he an ardent 
piety? Is he devoted to his Master and the souls 
of ment Is he capable of instructing us and our 
children in the way of salvation? Can he ex. 
pound God’s word, and send us from the sanctu- 
ary, not to dwell upon his personal attractions, 


Amidst a variety of discoveries, with which 
they would surprise the religious world, one is, 
‘ That no other influence than what the word of 
God has on the mind, is necessary to the conver. 
sion of a sinner. Supernatural influence is en- 
thusiasm, the day of miracles is past, the Spirit is 
the word, and the word is the Spirit!’ They 
seem, in short, pretty nearly in the same predica- 
ment as those of cld, who had not ‘so much as 
heard whether there wasany Holy Ghost.’ But 
as Christians have generally been in the habit of 
considering Divine influence as indispensably ne- 


cessary to give the word of God itself success, and 
as this discovery brands them as enthusiasts, on 
this account it may not be improper to examine 
some of the consequences of giving up this enthu- 
siasm—or, in other words, of denying Divine in- 
fluences.

“Last November (he says) our brethren at 
Cuttack were pleasingly excited by a visit from 
two Hindoos, who went as a deputation from a 
number in some villages between 30 and 40 miles 
from that city. Some Christian publications, it 
appeared had reached them. ‘The effect was 
that they left offthe worship of idols, and sought 
instruction, by reading the Christian books, and 
the best part of their own shasters. They next 
gave up their own shasters, and confined them- 
selves to reading the Christian books. By de- 
grees they renounced Hindooism. Persecution 
now broke out against them. Some of the timid 
gave way, but others continued firm, and they 
sent two men as a deputation to scek out the mis- 
sionarics und ask their advice. After two days’ 
search they found the missionaries. 

The men were soon sent back to their native 
village, accompanied by Rama Chundra (a na- 
tive preacher) and other brethren to investigate 
the state of things, and to return with a report to 
the missionaries. Rama soon returned deligited, 
and his feet blistered with haste, stating that they 
were not inquirers but confirmed Christians ; that 
they had offéred to burn their own shasters in 
his presence, but he advised them to wait till one 
of the missionaries could visit them. 

Rev. Mr. Lacey immediately went, and was 
to be followed by Rev. Mr. Sutton. Sebo, their 
leader, wished to be baptized; but, alive to the 
sacrifices he was making, trembled from head to 
foot while talking with our brother.

STATUTE LAWS OF CONNECTICUT. 
PASSED MAY sEssioN, 1839. 
An act in alteration of an Act entitled “An Act providing for 
the election of Sheriffs by the peop'e. 

Sect. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives in General Assembly convened, Whenever in the 
election of Sheriff in any county no person shall have received 
at the meeting of the electors on the first Monday of April, a 
majority of the votes given for Sheriff in the county, the Sec- 
retary, Treasurer, and Comptroller, shall give public notice of 
the facts, by publishing the same immediately, with the names 
of the persons whe received the votes of the electors, in one or 
more newspapers,published im the county in which such failure 
of election shall happen,or if there be no newspaper published in 
such County, in one or more nes 3 published in a County 
adjacent thereto ; and thereupon, the electors in such County 
shall, on the second Monday in May then next, at the same 
hour and place, in ‘heir respective towns proceed to choose 
a Sheriff,and the person who shall have been ascertained on the 
return and canvass of the votes, and in the revision of the same 
by the General Assembly, to have received the greatest number 
of votes, shall hol.i and exercise the office of Sheriff as pro- 
vided in the Act, to which this is an alteration. 

Sect. 2. So much of an Act, entitled “an Act providing for 
the election of Sheriffs,” as is inconsistent with this Act, is 
hereby repealed,

ceipt of such town iv his hands, and in lieu thereof, to receive 
new receipts for the same of the Agents of such towns respec- 
tively. And said towns on receiving the said money or securi- 
ty therefor, shall enjoy the same rights, and be subject to the 
same liability touching the same, as other towns possess and 
are subjected to, by virtue of the Act to which this is an ad- 
dition. 

Sect. 2. That the several towns in this State, and each of 
them, which have not received their proportion of the surplus 
funds belonging to the United States, deposited with this State,

der consideration, and respectfully report as follows: 
It is provided by the constitution, in relation to amendments 
of the same, that they shall be proposed by a majority uf the 
| House of Representatives, be continued to the next session of 
the legislature and be published with the |aws ; that they be 
passed by a vote of two-thirds of both houses in Genera! As- 
' sembly ; that the secretary of the Siate transmit the same to 
| the town clerks of the several towns in the State; that the town 
' cle:ks of the several towns, should present the same to the in- 
| habitants thereof, for their consideration, at a town meeting le- 
| gally helandwarned for that purpose. [t is further provided, that 
“i: it shall appear in manner to be provided by law,that a majori- 
| ty of the electors present at such meetings, sha!! have approved 
such amendinents, the same sliall be valid, to all intent and pur 
poses as part of this constitution, 
In re ation to the proposed amendment of the constitution, 
referred to in the communication of the secretary, it appears 
| that the same was proposed by a vote of a majority of theliouse 
| of Representatives, duly continued and published. and passed 
at the session of the General Assembly then next, by a vote of 
| two-thirds of each hovse, and by the secretary duly transmitted 
to the town clerks of the several towns. ‘I’hus far the provis- 
| ions of the constitution have been complied with. The consti- 
| tution however, requires,that the amendment shal! be presented 
toa town meeting, “legal'y warned and held for that purpose.” 
{t appears, that in relation to a portion of the towns, no vote 
was taken on the proposed amenJiment; and in relation to those 
| towns where votes were taken, it does not appear that the meet- 
| ing was warned for that purpose; and if in the case of any town 
a meeting were so warned, as there wis no provission by law 
for warning such meeting, the committee are of opinion, the 
| same cannot be considered as having been legally warned. 
| They are therefore of opinion, that the votes which have been 
heretofore given, in the several town meetings, in relation to 
| this amendment, are to be rejected. As however there is no 
provision by the constitution as to the time when any preposed 
amendment shall be acted upon by the several towns ; and as 
the legislature is authorized to provide by law, the mode of as- 
| certaining whether such amendment has been approved by a 
| majority of the inhabitants of the S:ate, in town meeting legal- 
| ly assembled, the committee are of opinion that no difficulty ex- 
ists in providing by !aw, during the present session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, fur submitting to the inhabitants of the several 
towns, the said amendment in pursuance of the constitution ; 
and if the same shall be approved by a majority of the electors

seven dollars, in this State; or having been enrolled ia the mili- 
tia, shall have performed military duty therein for the term of 
one year next preceding the time he shall offer himself for ad- 
mission, or being liable thereto, shall have been by authority 
of law, excused therefrom; or shall have paid a State tax with- 
in the year next proced'ng the time he shall present himself for 
such admission ; and sha! sustain a good moral character, shall 
- hie taking such oath as may be prescribed by law, be an 
elector. 

Reso!ved, That the foregoing proposed amendment of the 
corstitution of this State, be, and the same is hereby continued 
tothe next session of the General Assembly, to be holden at
